My opinion is th at some Federal 
judges are not exhibiting that seal and earnestness 
in the dispatch of their work that the situation call- 
lor. 
Our jtdges, both State and Federal, could learn 
much from English judges in the handling of cases - 
and the discharge of their judicial duties. 
Our ju­ 
dicial procedure makes for delay in the hearing of 
eases; there are too many 
dilatory 
and 
technical 
pleadings and proceedings permitted and too much 
time consumed in the trial of many cases. The rules 
of practice should be altered, and the courts should 
act with greater promptness in disposing of m atters 
before them. The situation in the Fgderal courts has 
been effected by the large number of police cases 
arising under the prohitition laws. 
It is to be hoped 
this situation is not a permanent or chronic one, and 
it should not be made the occasion foT creating a large 
number of new judicial d istricts.. Of tourse there 
will be need from time to time for additional judges. 
But only when the need is imperative should a new 
district be created. 


I admit that there is a disposition upon the part of 
Congress to create more Federal office* and to give 
to the Federal courts duplicate jurisdiction over acts 
denominated criminal, which ought to come exclus­ 
ively within the cognizance of State courts».

gress recently enacted a law making it a felony to

preacher at Harvard University and American represen­ 
tative at a big religious conference in Athens, Greece, a 
few years ago, said in a public address at Birmingham 
Monday, in effect that if the sheep of God’s Kingdom 
could be tolled up to the same common feeding place and 
there be given a “balanced j-ation,” th at C hrist’s prayer 
that His disciples might be in love and unity, would be 
answered. 
Dr. Richardson says that if balanced religious 
nourishment can be made available th at the sheep of all 
folds will partake of it. 
He draws a circle on a black­ 
board. 
He puts in the upper section of the circle, those 
believers who m ust give “credulity” full sway, who must 
have a ‘thus saith the Lord’ for every turn in their lives. 
He says those who insist on a “literal” interpretation of 
the Bible belong in the upper section Of the circle. 
In the 
lower section are those of critical anylitical scientific 
minds, who insist on the “facts,” and who tru st the pro­ 
cesses of their own minds as to what they will believe. 
On the left hand side of the circle are the Christians who 
insist on “results” who set a program for so many con­ 
verts every month, and who are oftentimes putting on 
“drives” and who have as a slogan, “ We will go over the 
top.” On the right side of the same circle are the “ mys­ 
tics,” the emotional, aud those who say that “the prayer 
meeting is the true Barometer of the church’s spiritual 
life. 
Richardsop Jeaves his hearers to believe th at for the 
result g etters” th at “To Labor is to P ray ;” and' that 
the “hard-boiled” fact-finding scientists find spiritual 
nourishment in being able to give a REASON for the faith 
that is in them. 
Dr. Richardson, who is a very devout consecrated man, 
draws also a second circle.

corner otyit, so to speak, he places believers who are sat­ 
isfied with ethical culture, while in the upper left hand 
section he places the “dogm atic” those who would forbid 
teachings that seem to “undermine” established truth. He 
said Dr. Frank Crane thought his elder brother was one 
nf these “w ateh-dogs^of the tFuUi, and t e f é m d l ^ his 
brother as “God’s hound.”

,f "Where power is to cross a state 
lint- and ia to be utilised in an adjoin­ 
ing ftate, this commission will recog­ 
nise the right of the utility commis­ 
sion in the adjoining state to an equal 
bbf not superior claim to jurisdiction 
in the ratek and service affecting the 
power in question. 
, 
To Retain Rights 
"As- long as our commission can 
agree with commission of adjoining 
Mtate* as to rates and service In pow­ 
er transmitted across our state lines, 
there can be no ground for interfer­ 
ence by any federal agency, either the 
federal power commission or any oth­ 
er" federal authority. 
, 
"Wo assume that your commission 
public service commission will in be­ 
half of the state and its people resist 
and oppose all efforts of the federal 
government to usurp or exercise pow­ 
ers reserved by the state and not au­ 
thorized by the federal constitution, 
when* such action relates to matters 
under the jurisdiction of this commis­ 
sion. In thfai connection, we brin¿ to 
your attention the following state­ 
ment which was included in our com­ 
mission, dated June 5, 1926, to the 
president*! "Muscle Shoals Inquiry," 
in which was transmitted certain data 
and informed requested by the board: 
"We assure that your commission 
is familiar with the rights 
of 
the 
state of Alabama in and to the power 
produced at Wilson Dam, and with 
the fact that no disposition of elec­ 
trical energy generated 
at 
Wilson 
dam can be effectuated oy thfe fed- 
i eral government or any agency cre­ 
ated by it unless and until the con­ 
sent oS the state thereto has been ob­ 
tained, and the law's of 
the 
state 
fkfihining to the salé and distribution 
ofn^he electrical 
energy 
produced 
within the state shall have been com­ 
plied with." 
"May we suggest that you bring 
these matters to the attention of the 
members of the senate and urge such 
action in the premises as you deem 
proper for the protection of the in­ 
terests of the state of Alabama and 
its people?
